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British and Foreign Bible Society, 
SIXTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 
_ The British and Foreign Bible Society celebrated 
its sixtieth anniversary in Exeter Hall, London, on 
Wednesday, the 4th of May, the Earl of Shaftesbury, 
K. G., presiding. 

The total receipts of the society, it was stated, 
from the ordinary sources of income, had amounted 
to £168,905 4s., being £1,221 2s, 8d. more than in 
any former year. 

The total issues of Bibles and Testaments for 
the year amounted to 2,495,118; the issues of the 
society since its organization amounting now to 
45,539,452 copies. 

The society is under engagements to the extent 
of £109,619 14s. 11d. 

Among the distinguished persons present on the 
platform were the ambassadors for the island of 
Madagascar. 

In his opening address, the president said: I 
have only to join you in congratulations and hearty 
thanksgivings to Almighty God that this holy Book 


ee ‘ey, «is still sought for with unabated avidity, and that 


“ Crowding ranks on every side arise, 
Demanding life, impatient for the skies.” 

We have on the platform a proof of the truth of 
what I say. We have the ambassadors of the dis- 
tant island of Madagascar, coming here to record the 
triumphs of God’s holy Word in their own land, and 
ready with rejoicing to carry back to their country 
a narrative of the triumphs which they have wit- 
nessed_in this land. God grant that we may have 
many such from all parts of the civilized and of the 
uncivilized world ! : 

The BisHor of Wincuzster, in the course of 
extended remarks, said: I feel that, at a time like 
the present, there are one or two duties which are 
especially incumbent upon us. One duty seems to 
me paramount beyond every other—to maintain, 
with the most unflinching resolution, the supremacy 
of Divine Revelation. Unsettle that principle, and 

vake the foundations of your faith. Sap that 
llar, on which you base your own belief, and you 


have nothing on which to rest the sole of your feet. 
And therefore, I repeat, maintain with unflinching 
steadiness the supremacy of Divine Revelation. And 
then, again, permit me to add one other word. In 
times like the present, it is very needful to be watch- 
ful over the spirit of our own hearts. We live, we 
shall always live—and I do not know that I regret 
it—we live in an age of controversy. Perhaps you 
will ask me why I say I do not regret it. For this 
reason, that I think the more we inquire, the more 
we search, the more we look into the language, aye, 
the literal language of the Bible, the more we shall 
find that it is the manna, the true manna of the 
soul—that which we need for time and for eternity. 
And therefore, if by this controversy we are sent to 
our Bibles for the very foundations of our faith, I 
cannot regret that we are called to this exercise of 
our minds, Still, I admit that there is danger—that 
there is a danger of our becoming partisans, it may 
be fierce partisans and controversialists only, living 
in an atmosphere which is not favourable to the spir- 
it of love, and, therefore, let us watch the spirit of 
our own hearts. Are we feeding on the Bible for our- 
selves, as well as vindicating its truth for others ? 
If we are looking to it ds the vital principle by which 
we obtain the sustenance of our daily spiritual life ; 
if we receive it as the Word, engrafted individually 
in our hearts—engrafted to spiritualize, to soften and 
purify ; to change the old man into the new; to in- 
fuse holiness instead of corruption, light instead of 
darkness—then, and then only, will it bé the Word 
of truth and of power to our own souls; then, and 
then only. shall we be able to ascribe to Him who 
gave the Word, and gave it its power, all power, 
and glory, and honour, for ever and ever. 

Rev. W. Artur, secretary of the Wesleyan Mis- 
sionary Society, among many other excellent things, 
said: It is a very easy thing to write down thaf 
here are so many thousands or so many millions of 
Bibles ; but if we could follow those Bibles to all 
the chambers, to all the railway stations, to all the 
sick-beds, to all the schools, to all the scenes of dis- 
tress and temptation, to all the missionary stations, 
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to all the heathen temples, even to where they will 
penetrate, and see how they are stirring up the spirit 
of man to be zealous in God’s cause, we should not 
hear those things as a matter of statistics, but they 
would rise up to assert the greatness of God our 
Father ; for, after all, the simplest strains that reach 
the Majesty on high are not prayer merely, for prayer 
is the utterance of need, but praise; and truly we 
can say, Blessed be God, that in times of blasphemy, 
and skepticism, and shame, his Word is more hon- 
oured and called for, more believed and trusted, 
than it ever was... . At this day, the great question 
is not whether this body or that body can nibble a 
little at some point of criticism; the question is, 
Is the Gospel, or is it not, the power of God unto 
salvation? Is that holy Book God’s instrument for 
saving my soul? As James Wright said to my friend 
Abekonta, ‘‘ Do you know the people of England are 
saying the Bible is not true?” “Nay, massa.” “ Yes, 
they say so.” ‘‘ Well, how can they say that? how 
can the Bible be lie? I go alone into my own house, 
where there is no one, and I read the Bible, and he 
make my heart laugh; how can a lie do that? You 
know that before I knew Bible I loved murder, I 
loved steal; but now I do not love steal, I do not 
‘love murder.” There is the great distinction: can 
the Bible make my heart sing—can it give me a joy 
that passeth all understanding—can it, as God’s in- 
strument, save me from sin, and save other men? 
That is a matter not to be decided among the critics ; 
it is decided in the world where men do not write 
history, but where they make it. Let us answer 
these objections by rising up as one man, and saying, 
We will answer for the Bible by making it answer 
for itself, and we will put it in every house on the 
great globe in which we can find a person who can 
read it. 

The BisHop of Ripon said: Sure I am that all 
our great missionary societies, whether of the Church 
of England or of other denominations of Christians, 
would be crippled, if not paralyzed, were it not for 
the help they derive from the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. Take our own two great organiza- 
tions. Take the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts, and you will find that in 
seven out of twelve different languages in which 
those missionary labours are carried forward in hea- 
then lands, we are indebted for the translation of the 
Scriptures to the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
And in the Church Missionary Society, I find that 
in nineteen out of the twenty-one different languages 
in which the society carries to the heathen the un- 
searchable riches of Christ, it is indebted for the trans- 
lation of the Bible to the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. It needs not, then, to be argued that this 
society is antagonistic to missionary effort. Very, 
very far from it. This society is to missionary effort 
what ammunition is to a great army. The army 
cannot conduct its operations without the ammuni- 
tion ; and no more can the great missionary army of 
the Church of Christ, throughout the world, carry 
on its operations without the help and material 
support of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 

most fully agree with the views that were ex- 
pressed by the gentleman who preceded me, when 
referring to the internal evidence of Scripture as con- 
stituting one of the irrefragable proofs of its Divine 
inspiration, But while I hold this—while I think 
it is a ground for unspeakable thanksgiving to God 
that He has made the Bible to be its own witness, 
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and has thereby placed within reach of the humblest 
inquirer the means of ascertaining to his own satis- 
faction the divine authority of the message—at the 
same time, we are not to give up those other evi- 
dences, external to the Scriptures, by which it may 
be as satisfactorily established that the Bible is the 
Word of God. We say with respect to the Bible, 
that while it was not given to man in order to teach 
science, there is not a single sentence in the Bible 
which is contrary to true science; and that whatso- 
ever appears in science to contradict the Word of 
God, is rather to be spoken of as “‘ oppositions of sci- 
ence, falsely so called.” 

Rey. Canon Stowe. said: Many say, let art, 
let history, let arithmetic, suggesting its difficulties, 
be met. I say, don’t meet these difficulties till they 
are worth meeting ; don’t be multiplying arguments 
and answers. The best answer is by silence, by 
holding our peace. Let these scientific objections, 
let these novel speculations, let these vain calcula- 
tions bend to the Bible. But we cannot afford that 
the Bible should bend to them. It would show a 
sense of the want of security if we were always 
endeavouring to meet objections. Let these men of 
science, and speculation, and calculation, agree 
among themselves before we think of refuting their 
objections. While they are disputing, while they 
are quarrelling, while one theory is knocking down 
another, and one system is overrunning another, let 
us stand by in calm confidence, assured that we stand 
on the Rock that can never be moved. We may say, 
as did the witnesses for the truth in former days, 
“ We are not careful to answer thee in this matter.”’ 
How beautifully Mrs. Hemans said of the Almighty, 
“Patient, because almighty !”’ Yes, they that rest 
on the rock of truth should be patient, because they 
are sustained by Omnipotence. They should not be 
thrown into confusion and alarmed or disturbed by 
the vain objections of modern skeptics, because they 
know in whom they believe, and are persuaded that 
He will keep that which has been committed to 
them. One beautiful passage in the Word of God is 
worthy of all acceptation eat this juncture: “ Let 
God be true, but every man a liar.” Let neology 
disinter her difficulties and her fossil arguments ; 
let chronology tell us of ages that have had no exist- 
ence in records of time; let critical ingenuity find 
out as it can various difficulties and doubts ; but yet, 
“let God be true, but every man a liar.” That is 
still our Christian confidence. There may be—and 
we thank God for the discovéries of a sound and rev- 
erent ciriticism—there may be errors of translation ; 
that is very different from errors in the original 
Scriptures. There may be passages that ought to 
be eliminated. There may be introductions of cer- 
tain mistakes. But still, the Word of God in its 
integrity and fulness, as it came from those guided 
by the hand of God, contains the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, for the salvation of 
man. And therefore, spread it—give it wherever 
man is found, wherever man needs it; and then 
rejoice that, although every man may be a liar, God 
will be true. Trust in the Bible, rest on the Bible, 
live in the Bible, die in the faith of the Bible, and 
it will carry you safe to a land where there is no 
Hi doubt and shadow, but life and truth in Christ 

esus. 


Jostan Foster, Esq., a well known member of 
the Society of Friends, remarked: I take i e 
an evidence and confirmation of my faith that th 
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who come here in support of the Bible, do so with 
Increased willingness to support this great Cause. 
It is my belief, increasingly, that Christianity is the 
religion of God—a brief but comprehensive term. 
How do I know, how does any man know, the truths 
of Christianity but from the records of the Bible? 
When we consider what Christianity is, what it has 
' done for us, what it would do for the world at large 
if it were disseminated throughout the world, can 
we do otherwise than rejoice in the wide spread of 
the truths of the Gospel of Christ? Can we do 
better than encourage one another in the same sim- 
plicity of faith and earnestness of purpose, and be 
more earnest in its circulation ? 

Rev. Dr. Epmonp said: My lord, it is a mar- 
vellous thing that this Book has on it the Christian 
theory of its authorship. But if you accept the the- 
ory that it is not different from other books, that it 
is out in its cosmogony, that it is in error in its his- 
torical facts, and publishes actual impossibilities—I 
say, if you accept that theory, the history of the tri- 
umphs of that Book becomes an insoluble enigma. 
The fact that it is there, and has lived, and has won 
the loyal affections of millions and millions, and has 
been a comforter and saviour to millions, is a safe 
and irrefragable evidence that it came from the 
Lord. * 

Rev. Mr. Marston said: If we are convinced 
that there is a conflict for the truth, we must enter 
into the conflict, not in the strength of man, or man’s 
word, but with this motto for our battle-cry: “ Thy 
Word is truth.” And we must remember that we 
take that cry from no one lower, from no one infe- 
rior, from no one less mighty, from no one less gra- 
cious and loving than He who is the great Captain 
of our salvation, the Lord Jesus Christ himself. 
What we have to do is nothing more than this— 
nothing less than this—we desire simply to put the 
Bible where Jesus Christ put it, to use it as Jesus 
Christ used it, to bow before it in all its parts, to be 
ready to turn from one end of the Bible to the other, 
and show that, either directly or by way of illustra- 
tion, it brings before us the pure, and simple, and 
unadulterated Word of God as conveying to us the 
mind and thoughts of the Most High. Let me en- 
deavour, briefly and rapidly, to trace the way in 
which the Lord Jesus Christ was wont to deal with 
the Scriptures when He was on the earth; let us go 
with Him to the scene of temptation, and see where 


‘4 ‘spit was that He defeated and drove away the devil ; 


~ Tet ts zo with Him to the synagogue, and listen to 
his discourse ; let us pass with Him to the mountain 
side, where He was surrounded by his disciples, with 
the multitude spread at his feet ; let us listen to the 
way in which He rebuked the Sadducees and Phari- 
sees, and the words with which He encouraged his 
disciples ; and let us learn to hold with Him that 
the Word of God is the grand rule which we ought 
to take to ourselves, and propose to others, for the 
regulation of their lives, if they wish to live to the 
glory of God. : 

Rev. C. H. Spurcron said: Perhaps the best 
thing the Bible will do for the Church is that after 
which many of us are sighing—it will establish the 
unity of the Church. When we shall all become 
reverent subjects of God and obedient to God’s will, 
as we find it in Scripture, we shall come close to 
one another. All attempts to create unity apart 
from truth must fall to the ground. Unity of action 
for God’s glory, and so on, we can even haye despite 


> 
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our differences, and I trust we ever shall have 
it; but to attempt to form a Church on any other 
basis than that of definite, fixed principles, must be 
an attempt to build a house upon the sand, and it 
must come down. First purity, and then unity: 
first truth, and then oneness. I would not sell a 
principle of God’s Word for all the brotherly love 
under heaven; because I hold that brotherly love 
which will not let me keep my conscience clear is 
not such brotherly love as Christ inculeated in the 
Holy Scriptures. Firmness to truth—aye, and to 
every particle of it—to everything that you have 
received of the Loyd. Let us seek no union by 
throwing aside those truths which God has clearly 
revealed to us. Dear friends, the Bible is to be the 
great pacificator of all sects—the great hammer of 
all schismatics. The Bible is to be the end of all 
disunion. The Bible, when we shall be brought to 
read it with reverent eye and receive it with meek 
and humbled heart bringing us to itself, shall, in 
the Spirit of God, bring us to one another. I would 
rather have a little discussion now and then as to 
the principles which divide us, and then, if we have 
dissented on any point without due grounds, let our 
dissent be ended. Oh! if we could get the Bible 
spirit—and whatever I do not find here I will throw 
overboard—we should have a blessed unity estab- 
lished. And it is because that this unity is coming 
on that Satan is very wroth. We shall live, some 
of us, to see the day when we shall be distinguished 
the whole world over for our unity. I think I see 
looming in the future the rising of the sun that shall 
scatter all the mists of our bigotry. Some of us 
shall live to behold that happy day. Already this 
very meeting presents to us the blessed omen of it ; 
but the consummation of it can never come except 
we hold the Bible, spread the Bible, and press the 
Bible home upon the heart and conscience of every 
one with whom we meet. May I beg of you, dear 
friends—most of whom | have never seen before— 
this very day to try and teach something Scriptural 
to somebody. Every day a line—and then, what a 
poem will your life’s psalm be! Every day a soul— 
and oh, what soul-winners you will be! Every day 
a seed—and then, what a harvest shall you have! 
Every day a star-——and then, what a galaxy of glory 
shall glitter there! Every day a gem—and then, 
what a crown of honour shall you have to put upon 
the head of your Christ! Every day a note—and 
then, what a song shall that be which shall roll 
from you poor mortal, but God-inspired, God-helped 
men, up to the throne of the Great One who sits 
above us all!

A gentleman said at the Fulton street prayer- 
meeting: You will some of you remember that ] 
told you of the little factory bey, who ran away 
from an army meeting held in his native village, to 
his home, and came back to his pastor with “all the 
money”? he had, saying it was his “‘ over-time mon- 
ey,” and he freely gave it to buy a Bible for a soldier, 
You have also noticed that on several different occa- 
sions, a soldier, belonging to a regiment in the 
South, has been prayed for, at the request of his fel- 
low-soldiers of the same regiment, because when he 
came into the regiment, he refused to take his Bible 
with him, When the agent of the board of publica- 
tion of the Reformed Dutch Church for army pur- 
poses came to know of the case of this soldier, he

thought of the gift of the factory boy. He went to 
the Bible Society and bought a gilt-edged Bible, 
bound in best Turkey morocco, and on one side he 
had printed in gold the letter of the little factory 
boy, leaving out the name of the clergyman to whom 
“it was addressed, adding, “ From a little factory boy.” 
On the reverse side was printed in gold the follow- 
ing: “Elmer Erastus Halsey, Co. K, 127th Regi- 
ment N. Y.S. Vols.” Then it was carefully wrap- 
ped in an envelope of paper, and put into the mail, 
postage paid. This was on Monday, Jan.12. The 
same day he mailed to the little factory boy the fol- 
_ lowing letter, with two dollars enclosed: “ Can these 
two dollars be sent to the little factory boy who gave 
all the money he had—his overtime money—to buy 
a Bible for the poor soldier who did not want one ?”

The stated meeting of the Managers was held 
at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 
2d inst., at half past three, P.M., Benj. L. Swan, 
Esq., Vice President, in the chair, assisted by Francis 
Hall, Esq., Vice President. 

The Rev. Dr. Shedd read the 38th chapter of 
Job, and offered prayer. 

- A new auxiliary in Minnesota was recognised. 

Communications were received from Rey. 8. R. 
Riggs, St, Anthony, and Rev. Dr. Treat, of Boston, in 
regard to electrotyping the Dakota Testament ; from 
Rev. James Hickey, Metamoras, with encouraging 
accounts of the Bible work in Mexico; from A. G. 
Simonton, Rio de Janeiro, as to the openings in 
Brazil and the work of colportage; from Rey. H. 
Ballentine, Ahmednugger, returhing thanks for 
funds granted to the mission to print the Marathe 
Testament and for colportage ; from Rev. H. Blod- 
gett, Tientsin, as to printing the Scriptures in the 
Mandarin colloquial, in regard to further measures 
for cireulating the Scriptures in China, and highly 
commending the translation of Drs. Bridgman and 
Culbertson; from Rev. I. G. Bliss, Constantinople, 
asking grant of funds for Bible colportage in orrie 
and in regard to a tour of inquiry in Northern 
Persia, 

Grants of books were made to the National Freed- 
men’s Association, for freedmen on the Mississippi ; 
to the American Missionary Association for New 
Orleans and the Atlantic coast; to the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Chureh for 
Liberia; to the Presbyterian Board of Missions, 
Ojibwa Testaments; books. for distributiom among 
freedmen at Fortress Monroe, Yorktown, and else- 
where; for hospitals at Cumberland, Md., and 
Columbus, Ky., and for hospitals and camps at and 
near Washington, D. C.; to the United States 
Christian Commission, with various grants of small 
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amount, including sixteen volumes in raised letters 
for the blind. The entire number of volumes 
granted at this meeting is 99,460, of which 93,800 
were for the army, and 5,200 for freedmen. 

The receipts for May were $52,827 61; issues, 
147,535 volumes. 


Bibles Distributed by the New York City Tract Mission- 
ary Society. 

This useful and efficient institution, the New 
York City Tract Missionary Society, employs at the 
present time thirty-four missionaries and assistants, 
and has ten mission stations. Among the many 
pleasing results of its efforts which it is able to 
record is this, that during the last twenty-nine years 
it has distributed in behalf of the Bible Society 
33,606 copies of the Bible, and 39,181 eopies of the 
New Testament, making in all an aggregate of 
72,787 copies. If in addition to this we call up the 
millions of tracts distributed, the number of religions 
books loaned, the number of children gathered into 
the Sabbath schools by its agency, eic., ete., we shall 
be filled with inexpressibles gratitude that God has 
put it into the hearts of his people in this city to 
establish an agency so beneficent as this.

Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society, 

During the month of April, reports were received 

from twenty-three Agents of the Society, the results 

of whose labours are as follows: auxiliaries visited, 
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87; Bible meetings attended, 208; Bible sermons 
and addresses delivered, 188; amount of funds col- 
lected, $10,881 83; amount remitted to the Parent 
treasury, $9,571 28; amount paid into the treasur- 
ies of auxiliaries, $1,667 08; subscriptions obtained 
during the month, $979 50 ; and 607 families, which 
were destitute, were supplied with the Scriptures. 

These figures stand as representatives of a great 
amount of labour, exposure, and self-denial, which 
can scarcely be appreciated, except by those who 
have laboured personally in this department of 
Christian effort ; and they afford most gratifying ev- 
idence that the agencies of this Society are not in- 
differently regarded by the worthy men who are ap- 
pointed to manage them.

Reports of Agents. 

Rey. Danie, SEwALu has entered upon his labours, 
as the Agent of this Society, for the State of Maine. 
His address is St. Albans, Me. 

Rey. Mr. Wittey, of New Hampsuire, reports, that 
during the month of April, 3,149 families were visited 
by Bible distributers in his field; that fifty *families 
were found without the Scriptures, and all of them were 
supplied; that eighty-nine destitute individuals were 
put in possession of the sacred Volume; and that Bibles 
and Testaments to the value of $431 34, were sold in his 
field. 

Rey. Mr. BEEBE, of CONNECTICUT, says, that his as- 
sistant, Rev. Mr. Denton, is now engaged in canvassing 
and supplying the county of Tolland; but that he is not 
able to report the results of his labours for this month. 
“T was most kindly received,” he states, “by the New 
York East Conference of the M. E. Church; and my ad- 
dress in behalf of our good Cause was met by a hearty 
response.” 

Rev. Mr. SLarrer, our PROTESTANT EPiscoPAL 
AGENT, visited during the past month the following 
churches, to wit: St. Peter’s Church, Cambridgeport, 
Mass.; St. Paul’s Church, Brookline, Mass.; Christ

Rey. Mr. Brownson, of Eastern New York, reports, 
for the month of April, having travelled in behalf of his 
agency, 574 miles, delivered nine Bible sermons and ad- 
dresses, and collected and remitted to this Society 
$610 75. 

Rev. Dr. SHELDON, of New JERSEY AND DELAWARE, 
gives a very interesting account of the recent resuscita- 
tion of the old Nassau Hall Bible Society, at Princeton ; 
and of the successful and faithful labours of other aux- 
jliaries in his field. 

Rev. Mr. Horr, of SourHwEsTERN On10, states that 
the Montgomery County Bible Society has recently 
given-a copy of the Scriptures to every soldier in the 
camp near the city of Dayton, and that its distributers 
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are now engaged in canvassing and supplying its entire 
field. Other auxiliaries he speaks of, as industriously 
and successfully prosecuting this work. 

Rey. Mr. Armsrrone, of NortHERN INDIANA, reports 
having visited six auxiliaries, attended twenty-eight 
Bible meetings, including three auxiliary anniversaries, 
and the meetings of the Muncie Presbytery and the 
North Indiana Conference of the M. E. Church; deliy- 
ered sixteen Bible sermons and addresses; written 
forty-nine letters pertaining to his agency, travelled 
758 miles, and remitted to the treasury of this Society 
$496 97. 

Rev. Mr. TERRELL, of SourHERN InpIANA, says that 
the Jeffersonville and Vicinity Bible Society is in a 
healthy condition; that the government is erecting 
very large buildings for hospitals very near this town; 
and that that auxiliary has undertaken to supply all 
their inmates with the Word of Life. 

Rey. Mr. Lorn, of Inurvors, reports, that 3,659 fam- 
ilies were visited in his field during the month of April; 
that 116 of these, being destitute, were supplied with 
the Scriptures ; that Bibles and Testaments to the value 
of $1,521 29 were put into circulation; and that the re- 
ceipts of the society, both from sales and donations, 
amounted to $3,667 99. The following is a very gratify- 
ing and instructive summary of the labours of our State, 
assistant, and county agents, in this field, for that 
month: number of miles travelled by them, 5,500; 
number of Bible organizations visited by them, 170; 
number of Bible meetings attended by them, 115; ser- 
mons and addresses delivered by them, 140; addresses 
to children, 40; families and places of business’ visited, 
6,000; families found without Bibles and principally 
supplied, 760; letters written by them, 650; circulars 
sent out, 2,450; and money received by them, both from 
sales and donations, $4,000! 

Rey. Mr. ApAms, of Minnesora, says: “The sub- 
scriptions to the Bible cause this year, are so much better 
than formerly, that I feel constrained to thank God and 
take courage. Haying visited most of the local agents 
in every township, and sent circulars and instructions 
to those whom I could not see personally, I am confi- 
dently expecting good reports from them this season.” 

Rev. Mr. Burt, of CaLirorntia, reports that under 
his direction, every family in Napa County, except about 
twelve, has been visited recently by the Bible dis- 
tributer; that 146 Bibles and portions had been sold; 
and that of seventeen families which were found desti- 
tute of the Scriptures, nine purchased copies, the re- 
mainder of them receiving them as a gift. The entire 
expense incident to this work was met by the Napa 
County Bible Society. In other portions of this great 
field, our work is steadily making advances. 

Ruy. Mr. Crex, of Cotorapo and New Mexico, re- 
ports having organized a new society, called the Gilpen 
County Bible Society, under circumstances of a very 
hopeful character. In Central City and Black Hawk, he 
succeeded in raising about eight hundred dollars in be- 
half of our Cause, and he proposes to forward this 
amount to the Bible House, in'the form of a bar of gold.

Reports of Auxiliaries. 

MASSACHUSETTS. Amuprst BrsiE Society held 
its last anniversary, in connexion with the conference 
of churches for East Hampshire, then in session in that 
place, and an address was delivered by Rey. Samuel L. 
Tuttle, from the Bible House in New York. The officers 
and students of the college, as well as the churches in 
Amherst, co-operate together in this organization, and 
the society’s last report indicates both prosperity and 
progress. 
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RHODEISLAND. Newport Braz Sociery received 
into its treasury last year $352 12, and sold at its de- 
pository Bibles and Testaments to the value of $165 38, 
while it still has on hand books valued at $280 99. One 
thousand seven hundred and fifty-one soldiers received 
some portion of the Scriptures gratuitously from this 
association during the year, while something was done 
toward the supply of the destitute among the resident 
population of the city and vicinity of Newport. 

NEW YORK. Freponia Bisie Socrety has just 
been organized under very encouraging circumstances. 
A depository was immediately established, and a gener- 
ous bill of books ordered. The churches there promise 
that it shall be a truly working society. 

Officers: Rev. E. 8. Wright, D.D., president; H. D. 
M. Miner, Esq., corresponding secretary and treasurer. 

OHIO. WixiiAms County Bisce Socrery reports its 
receipts for the year past at $564 63. The society has 
visited during the year 750 families, and supplied 118 of 
them which were found destitute, with the Scriptures. 
Our Cause in this field is in a very prosperous con- 
dition. 

Porrage County Brsie Society has just closed an- 
other year of successful labours. Its income for the 
year amounted to $721 34, and its assets at the present 
time amount to over a thousand dollars, exclusive of 
the Bibles in possession of the various branch societies, 

Cuinton County Bisite Society reports having 
thirteen branches and one hundred and thirty-eight 
local agents; having visited during the past year 2,936 
families; found 410 of these destitute of the Scriptures, 
and supplied 296 of them by sale, and sixty-two of them 
by donation. The amount collected in the form of 
donations was $410, and the value of books now in the 
depository is $218 29. 

Mapison County BisiE Soorety has just closed its 
thirty-seventh year under very gratifying circumstances. 
Its receipts amounted to $512 70; while it supplied 
four Sabbath schools with the Scriptures, has fourteen 
' branches, employs one hundred and eighty-three local 
agents, and visited last year 2,024 families, finding 208 
of them destitute, and supplying 124 of them by sale, 
and fifty-four of them by donation. 

More@an County Brisk Society reports that the past 
year has been one of unusual prosperity, that all its 
branches are in a thriving condition, that its receipts for 
the year amounted to about $600, and that in exploring 
and supplying. its field, through its local agents, only 
five families were found which were destitute of the 
Scriptures. The society has a credit of $261 82 on the 
books of the Parent Society, and it has just made a 
donation to that Institution of $120. 


INDIANA. Kosorusxo County Bist Socrery held 
its last annual meeting at Warsaw, on the 2d of May. 
A renewed interest seems to be exhibited in the Bible 
work within this society’s field. The socicty’s income 
for the year past was $2038 79, 

CAMBRIDGH City AND Vicinity Brein Socipry held 
its annual meeting on the 24th of April. During the 
past year it sold Bibles to the value of $71 35, and has 
now in its depository books to the value of $155 45. 

Grpson County Bree Socrmry received into its treas- 
ury last year $278 84. Addresses were delivered at the 
annual meeting, on the 15th of February, by Rey. 
Messrs, R. L. Cushman and J..H. Aughay. The presi- 
dent of the society is the Rey. John M‘Masters, D.D.; 
the secretary, Rey, J. L. Craig; and the treasurer, J. D. 
Kaufman, Esq. 

ILLINOIS. Ranpoten County Brsie Socrimry ére- 
ports, that its last year was one of great prosperity. 
The receipts of the society for the year amounted to 
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$1,803 72, and it was resolved, that after supplying the 
demands of that county, the entire balance should be 
donated to the Parent Institution, for the furtherance 
of the general work. During the year, the society sup- 
plied a company of coloured soldiers, raised in that 
county, with the Scriptures, as well as all the white re- 
cruits enlisted there, who had not previously supplied 
themselves. 

MoreGan County Brexez Society celebrated its fortieth 
anniversary on the 20th of March. Terse and interest- 
ing addresses were deliyered by Rey. D. H. Hamilton, 
D.D., and Rev. Messrs. R. E. Guthrie, and J. C. Roberts. 
The receipts of the society amounted to $1,963 54; and 
after distributing by sale and donation, Bibles to the 
value of $586 15, it has still in its depository books to 
the value of $392 67. The annual report speaks in well- 
chosen words of the death of the Rey. John Adams, 
D.D., who was for twelve years the president of the 
society. ‘‘The residence of this departed saint among 
us,” it says, ‘during the closing years of his life, was a 
blessing to our community; and his relation to this 
society was attended with the happiest consequences.” 

The society during the year past made a donation of 
$1,000 to the Parent Institution, to aid it in its general 
work. | 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. Wasnrixeton CITY 
BrsteE Society has just closed its thirty-sixth year under 
circumstances which are very gratifying and encourag- 
ing. The receipts of the society for the year amounted 
to $15,837 82, and the number of yolumes put into cir- 
culation by it was 57,000. A large portion of the 
gratuitous issues of the society went to the supply of 
soldiers and,sailors in camps and hospitals; to quarter- 
masters’ men, labourers, and mechanics, connected 
more or less directly with the army and with the navy. 
The last anniversary, which occurred on the 23d of May, 
was addressed by Hon. Peter Parker, president of the 
society, Rev. Dr. Taylor, Corresponding Secretary of the 
American Bible Society, and the Rev. E. N. Sawtelle, 
delegate of the United States Christian Commission. 

MISSOURI. Sr. Francois County Brste Society 
has been resuscitated under circumstances of great 
promise. ‘Owing,’ says the report, “to the disturbed 
condition of our State for the past three years, we have 
been unable to accomplish much in this good work of 
distributing the Word of God; but we trust that our 
future is becoming brighter, and that we shall be able 
to accomplish something more in behalf of this great in- 
terest.” 


KANSAS. Artcutson Brste Society raised a larger 
amount for our Cause last year than ever before, and it 
is taking steps to explore and supply its field with the 
Scriptures as soon as practicable. 

NEBRASKA TERRITORY. Oror County BIsie 
Soocrpry held its anniversary on the 27th of April, when 
addresses were delivered by the president, D. J. M‘Cann, 
Rev. Mr. Smith, Mr. Lewis, and Rey. Jesse L. Fort, 
Agent of the American Bible Society for Nebraska and 
Dakota Territories, Very appropriate resolutions were 
passed by the society in relation to the death of their 
late secretary, Mr. 8S. E. Smith, and the usual officers 
were elected. .

Report of Distribution of the Scriptures in the Army 
of the Cumberland—1863-64, 


By Rev. E. P. SmitH, Field Agent of the United States Christian 
Commission. 

I find your year as a society, and ours, of organ- 
ized work in the army of the Cumberland, are 
closing at the same date, and it seems but fitting 
that some account should be rendered to you of the 
work we have been enabled, through your Society, 
to do for this army. 

From the first it has been our endeavour to give a 
copy of the New Testament to every soldier who de- 
sired one; but that desire was found to be more 
prevalent than was thought, even by those supposed 
to be best acquainted with the religious condition of 
the army. When the chaplains learned at Mur- 
freesboro’ in April last, what the Commission pro- 
posed to do in the distribution of the Scriptures and 
other religious reading, they passed by a rising vote, 
a unanimous resolution of thanksgiving to Almighty 
God. When asked the number of men in their 
regiments whom they would feel justified in present- 
ing with a Testament, as the gift of the churches, 
they brought in their estimates, and on those I 
ordered 7,000 Testaments as one supply. But they 
were found wholly inadequate. The chaplains be- 


“> “ginning with ten or twenty, rarely higher than fifty, 


would come back again and again till they had 
drawn from one to three hundred Testaments, and 
that for regiments averaging not far from 350 men. 


The truth brought to light by this generous offer we 
were able to make in the name of your Society, was, 


that more than half the men in service were desti- 
tute of the Scriptures, and that nearly all of them 
were very desirous to procure a copy. 

Each chaplain provided for his regiment, and 
sometimes for all his brigade. In other regiments 
and batteries men were sometimes detailed by their 
officers to find the want and draw a supply, but 
oftener some Christian soldier would volunteer as 
distributer to his comrades. Thus in a few weeks 
that want was met; 25,000 copies were distributed 
among 40,000 men, and probably very few went to 
men who were not glad to get them. Each ward 
in the general hospitals was furnished with a Bible. 
In the midst of this distribution there began a work 
of divine gracé in the nny about Murfreesboro’, 


most refreshing and surprising. The call for Testa- 
ments largely increased, and there can be no reason- 
able doubt, that God used this timely supply of his 
Mare to the awakening and saving of multitudes of 
souls. 

The last of June the army advanced upon the 
enemy from Murfreesboro’. We had dealt your 
benevolence so lavishly to the men, that I felt some 
solicitude as to whether there had been altogether 
a wise economy of expenditure. Accordingly I 
visited the ground from which the 14th corps had 
broken camp in search of Testaments, but I found 
very few, not half a dozen in an afternoon’s walk. 

Other articles, personal and acquired, ‘‘ captured,” 
a soldier would say, were to be picked up on every 
hand, showing that the soldier had packed his knap- 
sack with constant reference to avoirdupois, and that 
whenever he had weighed his Testament over against 
some other personal comfort, the Word of God had 
(prevailed) thrown the comfort to the beam. 

But when the army rested at Tullahoma, Win- 
chester, and Selma, we find our work of supply must 
in a large manner be done over again. The fights 
and rains in that advance upon Brage—a fourteen 
days’ march in which the men were not once in dry 
clothing, had used up nearly every Testament in 
some of the brigades. Some soldiers had attempted 
to save theirs. by carrying them with their porte- 
monnaie and daguerreotype in a blouse pocket, but 
the continued wet of perspiration and rain had 
ruined them; others had lost theirs in baggage 
burned to keep it from the enemy. 

It required some 5,000 copies to supply the loss 
by this movement. In the next move, over the 
Cumberland Mountains, there was much less loss of 
books, though the burden of carrying in that fearful 
toil was greater than ever. I saw some of your 
12mo Bibles in Chattanooga, which had been car- 
ried in knapsacks two hundred miles, including 
Cumberland Mountains and Waldron’s Ridge. 

* At Chickamauga, the loss in soldiers’ personal 
property was very heavy ; and when our forces fell 
back to Chattanooga, the appeal for Testaments 
was as frequent and earnest as it ever had been in 
this army. Any man afflicted with doubts as to 
whether a full and constant supply of the Word of 
God is a necessity for the comfort of the army, 
would have been permanently cured by a half hour’s 
visit to our rooms in Chattanooga, any day during 
the state of semi-siege and famine that followed the 
battle of Chickamauga. The supplies of reading, 
with which we started over the mountains, were 
burned by the rebels in their raid upon the wagon 
train; and while men were suffering for food, we 
asked no transportation of government, except for 
articles of diet and clothing. Sometimes, in men- 
tioning this as an apology for having no supply of 
reading, I have been told by hungry men—men that 
were picking up the seattered grains of corn which 
the mules had trampled in the dirt—that they would 
like to trade crackers for their weight in a Testa- 
ment. Soldiers passing, recognised our sign as that 
of a Bible depository, and hurried in “to get another 
Testament.” ‘Lost mine in the fight—tfeel lost 
myself without it”’ ‘Gut any Testaments ?” 
“Havn’t read a chapter for ten days—feel right 
smart hungry for one.”? Wounded men, who were 
going to die in hospital, send in by their nurses for a 
Testament. Under a strong appeal from a lieutenant, 
I gave away my pocket Bible, and then regretted it 
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many times under appeals much stronger. All our 
delegates gave away their Bibles and Testaments, 
till we had not one left for family use, and when 
the Sabbath came, were obliged to borrow of our 
neighbours for our services in the regiments. As 
soon as Chattanooga was put in railroad communica- 
tion, we were able to meet the demand again. At 
the battle of Chattanooga, the loss of soldiers’ prop- 
erty was trifling, but at the subsequent forced march 
to Knoxville, by a portion of the troops, there was 
the usual loss, and the consequent demand for a 
new supply, a demand which, [ regret to say, we 
have not been able fully to meet till the present 
time. The furlough of veterans has involved us in 
a new expenditure. They have returned from their 
homes with less Testaments than from the battle- 
field. The accounts all ran pretty much alike. 
“ Mother, a sister, or my little boy wanted it, because, 
you see, | had carried it so long, and had been in the 
fight, and so I left it home, for I knew I could get 
another.”” Have they presumed too far upon your 
free giving? At first I thought so, but I am satisfied 
now that they have done right. That copy of God’s 
truth will be treasured and read in the soldiers’ ab- 
sence. The very form of that well-thumbed, worn 
book, will stir feelings which, with God’s blessing, 
will make mellow the heart for the seed of the truth, 
and then if he falls, how good to have the farewell 
of that unreturning father and son, so closely asso- 
ciated with divine truth. Henceforth, in that house- 
hold, that Word is doubly sacred. I met on the 
boat a short time since, an Irish woman, who had 
come from Pennsylvania to see her brother in hospi- 
tal. The brother was carried to his burial the day 
before she reached Chattanooga. She had gathered 
up the few effects he had left, and was taking them 
home. She unrolled his knapsack upon the deck 
and took out a book—the only book it contained, 
and read. The tears streamed down her cheeks as 
she slowly spelled out the words, and with her 
fingers traced the lines on the first page. I looked 
over her shoulder. It was an old school-book on 
physical geography, and she was reading the intro- 
duction! ‘Is that an interesting book?’ I asked. 
““Tndade, sir, it’s me brother’s book—an’ he used to 
rade it. He’s dead now—do you see his name there 
—the darlint? He was a great scholar, me brother, 
an’ I know he used to rade it. Niver a word did I 
get from him in hospittle, and niver a word can 
they spake to me of him—only just he died on sich 
a bed, and was buried entirely when I came. He 
was a great scholar, me brother was, and I was 
striving to get a bit of comfort for me poor soul out 
of his book.” Would it had been the Book of the 
God of all comfort ! 

One of the most pleasant, sad duties of our dele- 
gates, is to gather up from hospital pillow, or the 
debris of the battlefield, the Testament of a de- 
parted soldier, with the address of his “next friend,” 
and forward the books by mail. The letters we get 
in reply, tell how much a soldier’s book may be 
worth at home 

The Christian Commission has not only been 
greatly aided by, but has largely depended upon, the 
liberal grants of your Society for its efficiency in its 
army work, From no other source could an adequate 
supply have been obtained, even had the funds of 
the Commission been sufficient for purchasing; and 
what the suffering would have been among good 
men in the army, and the lack among bad men, for | 
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want of the Bread of Life, can hardly be told to one 
who has not heard the soldier’s question, “Can you 
give me a Testament?” or more often, as they put 
it, “Have you a Testament to sell?” ¢ 

Our distribution of your Bibles has been a very 1n- 
teresting feature of our work for the year. We have 
seen the demand steadily increasing. For the most 
part it has come from Christian soldiers, who had 
read their Testaments through and through, and 
wanted the Old Testament, especially the Psalms. 
The portions of Scripture, which we have furnished, 
have been most eagerly received. We have never 
been able to keep a supply of those, partly, I sup- 
pose, because they are so convenient and appropri- 
ate a gift to send home by mail. 

How to give out these and the Bibles, more espe- 
cially the latter, has been a question not always 
easy to decide. To give a Bible to every man who 
asked for it, would involve an expenditure enormous 
and often unwise. To give to one and deny an- 
other, so as not to give offence, is extremely difficult. 
It would relieve us wonderfully if we could put a 
nominal price upon a Bible, just enough to test the 
appreciation of the book. 

We have furnished 250 regiments with all they 
lacked of asupply of Testaments. With four or five 
exceptions, this has never been the first supply the 
regiment has had. Many of them we have already 
resuppled three times, and some four. 

According to my best judgment from the year’s 
observation, we shall need for the wear and loss of 
another year of army service, nearly one copy of the 
Scriptures to every soldier in the field. 

Allow me in closing, to express in behalf of all 
my associates in this labour, the delegates of the 
Christian Commission, our profound gratitude for 
this great opportunity which your Society has given 
us for doing duty to God and country.

For the Bible Suciety Record. 
Interesting Incident. 

As I was traversing the county of S——, in Ken- 
tucky, in August, 1863, my mind was attracted 
toward a dilapidated building some distance from 
the main road, the habitation of Mr. I alight- 
ed, took my saddle pockets, entered the main man- 
sion, where I found two ancient females, to whom I 
made known my mission, offered some of our Bibles 
and Testaments, which elicited the attention of some 
young ladies in an adjoining apartment, who became 
very much interested; so much so that they pur- 
chased several volumes. One of the group, a Miss 
, Seemed rather indifferent, and remarked that 
she was too great a rebel to read the Bible. 

I looked at her with amazement, and said, ‘‘ Not 
too great a rebel to lose your soul on that day when 
God sits in judgment to your sorrow. Without you 
heartily repent of your sins, you must find your 
lodging-place with the eternally lost.’? I reasoned 
with her in a Christianly manner, until I saw that 
conviction had seized her heart. I then asked per- 
mission to pray; read the 90th Psalm, then prayed 
with all the energy I possessed for her conversion, 
and bade her good-bye, hoping when we next meet 
to find her a better woman. Some two or three 
weeks after, I attended a meeting at Mount Moriah 
Church, in the county of S——, where God maai- 
fested himself in great power, in convicting and con- 
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verting sinners, On Thursday night, when the altar 
was crowded with anxious seekers, there was a 
young lady who Was agonizing and wrestling mighti- 
ly, and in great distress. The pastor came to me 
and. said that young lady wished me to pray es- 
pecially for her. I approached and knelt by her 
side, and as I closed my petition she arose with 
praise toGod. She told me that she had not seen 
one hour of peace since our first meeting, until God, 
for Christ’s sake, forgave her sins, for it was the 
rebel Miss My heart ran out in thankfulness 
to God, for making me the humble instrument of 
calling this great sinner from her wanderings back 
to faith and confidence in the saving power of 
Christ’s redeeming blood—I, a poor travelling col- 
porteur, This gave rise to the solemn vow that I 
never would let one opportunity pass that might be 
the means of awakening one serious thought in the 
heart of the unconverted. A happier soul than Miss 
I have never seen.

Jerusalem.—From Rev, I. &. Bliss, 
MovuntT OF OLIVEs, ? 
March 15, 1864. § 


My Dear Sir :—My heart prompts a few lines 
to you from this sacred spot, to which I have come, 
at this early morning hour, to take a last view of 
Jerusalem and the mountains about here. I came 
up by the path which King David must have taken 
when he fled from Absalom, weeping as he went up 
barefoot by the ascents of Olivet. My resting place 
is beneath one of the oldest of the olive trees upon 
the top of the mount. The sun has just come up 
over the mountains of Moab, and is spreading its 
warm, pure light over the city. The tower of Hip- 
picus and Mount Zion are already bathed in glory ; 
and now the Mosque of Omar is catching, one by 
one, the beams “that make glad the city of our 
God.” The scene is beautiful beyond description, 
and yet it is mournful; for as I gaze, my imagina- 
tion brings the past into contrast with the present, 
and the words of the prophet, so singularly pathetic 
and true, are in my mind—‘“ How hath the Lord 
covered the daughter of Zion with a cloud in his 
anger, and cast down from heaven unto the earth the 
beauty of Israel, and remembered not his footstool 
in the day of his anger !’ 

I rise from my rest, walk a few paces to the east, 
%° 4nd,he mountains of Moab, the Dead Sea, the banks 
of the Jordan, and the desolations that intervene, are 
in view. Just below under a hill, hid from view, is 
Bethany. At a little distance only from where I 
now am, must have been the spot where Christ held 
his last interview with his disciples; where he gave 
his parting counsels, and committed to them the work 
he had commenced, and, blessing them, was parted 
from them and went up heavenward to his home and 
friends above. I return to my resting place under 
the old olive tree. There is no spot on earth where 
so many holy memories throng the mind as here. 
The interest is deepened by the feeling that the 
sacredness of Olivet has not been destroyed by the 
vandal hand of superstition, There is deep satisfac- 
tion in the thought, that all around me are the unal- 
tered, abiding memorials of Christ’s suffering, con- 
quest, and glory. While to most minds a certain 
interest attaches to the so-called ‘‘ holy places,” from 
the fact that for centuries they have been regarded 
by millions as the identical spots where the inci- 
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dents alleged of them oceurred, yet the heart sickens 
at the disgusting inventions with which fanaticism 
has clothed so many of them. Superstition runs 
riot at the “holy sepulchre,” and this more and 
more from year to year, and the ceremonies enacted 
there are most offensive and disgusting. But while 
bigotry, lashed into frenzy by doubt and controversy, 
bears sway over these places, here, on Olivet, all is 
calm—all is true. We know that to Olivet our 
Saviour often repaired for prayer. On this mount 
He wept over Jerusalem. In the vale below is 
Gethsemane—not where the Latins and Greeks have 
their ornamented inclosures, but further up the val- 
ley, amid the quiet of a garden, distant from the 
busy, thronged thoroughfare. Within sight of this 
place our Lord was crucified; and after his resurrec- 
tion He met his disciples on this mount, and bade 
them, and through them us also, to enter upcn the 
great work of the world’s evangelization, adding: 
‘Lo, Lam with you alway.’’ From this mount, as 
He ascended, He was welcomed by the ten thousand 
angels that waited behind the cloud to bear Him, 
the mighty Conqueror over death and hell, above to 
the upper temple, and place Him in the midst of the 
throne, where, as the “Lamb slain,” He shall reign 
for ever and for evermore. 

It is good to be here on Olivet, to linger in sweet, 
refreshing fellowship with the dear Saviour. Yet, 
blessed as are such interviews, recognising the pres- 
ence and wishes of the Divine Lord, I may not longer 
tarry. I must away to the work He has given into 
my hands, stronger, I trust, in faith and hope for 
the precious boon given of God on this sacred spot, 
in this early morning hour.

Bible Tour in India, 
NO Iv. 
(Concluded.) 


NADIALLA, NEAR WARUNGUL, HYDERABAD, 
Thursday, Aug. 27, }863. 


Monday Evening, Kumlapoor.—We came on here, 
fifteen miles, this morning, through the forest jungle 
all the way except when we came to villages. We 
passed through two, and made known the way of 
life in both. About two miles back, as I was riding 
along in the thick woods, I saw a mound which on 
examination and inquiry proved to have been an 
old fort. The walls were fallen down and grown 
over with large trees, and all the interior of the fort 
filled with trees of a hundred years’ growth at least, 
I should think. My guide said that according to 
tradition there was formerly a town there and a good 
fort ; but the town and fort had both passed away, 
and the forest looked as though it had existed there 
for ages. So fades the pride and glory of men. We 
found here but two men who could read. One the 
merchant of the place, and the other the rijot or 
head farmer, who owned the land and employs the 
rest of the town to cultivate it for him. We, how- 
ever preached to the people, and sold two books to 
the rijot. ‘The merchant was almost blind, so that 
he could not see to read, and of course declined 
possessing himself of a book, 

Popasum, Sept. 1st—We left Kumlapoor at three 
o’clock in the morning. I have to travel with the 
carts now every day till daylight, as the bandy men 
and native helpers are afraid to come on alone on 
account of the tigers and bears. We reached Mul- 
gapilly, quite a large village, by eight A. M., and 
stopped and preached there, and sold some ten or 
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twelve books; and game on, passing Chintakani at 
ten A.M., where we also made known the way of 
salvation, and came on to this place about noon. 
The forests here begin to be interspersed with the 
teak tree; and hence: for twenty miles is what is 
called a teak forest, exceedingly valuable. We 
have found but few readers here, but all of the peo- 
ple seemed.to be glad to hear us tell a way of sal- 
vation. In all this region we find no Brahmins and 
no temples. Heathenism is not propped up by any 
such bulwarks, and it does seem to us as though 
these people would readily embrace Christianity. 
They seem a frank, open-hearted, friendly people. 
Not over-educated to be sure ; but I think they could 
be raised by Christianity to take a fine position. 
I would like much to see a mission established in 
such a country as this. I think we might have 
some of the success which has attended the Karen 
Mission. Perhaps not so great, but I think greater 
than any other part of India where I have been. 
Endowed temples and multitudinous brahmins are 
our most successful opponents in other parts of India. 
Here, then, are neither the one nor the other. We 
have seen or heard of but one brahmin family for 
fifty miles, and not'a single temple. The last tem- 
ple we have seen, was the one of which they thought 
so little as to allow me to lodge init. If such a 
people as this, simple though they be, should be 
converted to Christianity, it would have a great 
effect on the surrounding population. 

Madapoor, Sept. 2d—This is a large place, the 
depot for the sale of teak timber and a sort of country 
town. It is only some three miles from the God- 
avery river, and as I sit in the door of my tent, I 
see that river stretching along like a silver belt for 
miles. We do not, however, cross the river here, 
but follow up this bank ten miles to Kalaishweram, 
which is situated near the confluence of the God- 
avery and Prauheeta. Siroucha is only five miles 
from the latter place up the Prauheeta river. We 
have found a school here and many readers, and have 
sold about 100 books. 

Kalaishweram, Sept. 3d.—I found yesterday at 
Madapoor that there was likely to be trouble in 
getting my bandies over the river, and so about one 
o’clock mounted my pony, determined to come on 
ahead and see what could be done about crossing. 
[ followed the river bank up as far as this, and 
found no ferry-boat at all. Here, however, I ascer- 
tained that a small boat crossed the river about that 
time a mle above. I hastened on up there. The 
ferry consisted of two log canoes lashed together 
side by side to keep them from upsetting. Some 
twenty passengers were waiting. I agreed with the 
ferry-boat men after they had landed the passengers on 
the other side of the river, to take me down to the 
confluence, and across the Prauheeta, so that I could 
get to Siroucha at some rate. I left my pony there 
and we got in. As we started one of the boatmen 
dipped up some of the Godavery water, and sprinkled 
it over the passengers. This, I found out by inquir- 
ing of the boatman after the people. had all gone, 
was the custom there to prevent the possibility of an 
accident. The Godavery is a sacred river. Its 
water, especially at or near the junction, takes away 
sin, and therefore they sprinkle the passengers, re- 
moving thereby their sin and the anger of the gods, 
and then there is no danger. So they believe. 
I had my saddlebags with a few books in with me, 
and as soon as we were under way I ‘took out one 


and read some, and commenced preaching to them 
of the true way of getting rid of sin. It was to me 
an interesting and novel position, preaching Jesus 
Christ as the only Saviour to a crowded boat-load 
rowing slowly over a sacred river at its most sacred 
spot. They listened with all attention, and when 
we got to the opposite shore and they debarked, they 
gladly purchased the few books I had with me, and 
went their way to their respective villages reading 
as they went. The rivers were high and swift, and 
we had to pull our way some distance up the ght 
bank of the Prauheeta before we could venture to 
eross, and I was finally landed at Nagaram, a vil- 
lage three miles below Siroucha, and from there I 
had to walk up to Siroucha, where I arrived just at 
dark. I found letters then awating me, and spent 
the night with Captain Glasfurd, the deputy com- 
missioner of the province, who placed at my disposal 
this morning a small steamer which was lying there, 
to come down and get my helpers and baggage. 
We dismiss our carts here as we hope to go down 
the river. This is a sacred place. As I before 
mentioned, it is at the junction of the Prauheeta with 
the Godavery, and thousands come here in May 
every year in the vain hope of washing away their 
sin. There are a number of temples here, and half 
of the people are said to be brahmins, who make 
their living from the thousands who come here to 
bathe. None but the brahmins can zmmerse the peo- 
ple to make it effectual, and they never will do it 
without first: having the fee in their hand. The 
brahmins here to-day are in a good deal of doubt as 
to what course to take. They have bought a good 
many books, and are busy reading and discussing 
them. They say, ‘On the one hand these books 
contain many wonderful and excellent things and 
much good sense. Indeed we have never seen or 
heard of such wonderful books before; but, on the 
other hand, they ridicule the sacred bathing that we 
administer, and if the people all forsake that, our 
living will be gone. Shall we encourage the people 
to buy the books or not?” They know not what 
course to take. May the Holy Ghost become their 
teacher. Meantime the people are buying and read- 
ing the books. 

Siroucha, Friday, Sept. 4th_—.The Godavery river 
is now so high that Captain Glasfurd thinks that 
the steamer will be able to float clear of the rocks 
twelve miles above this, and he and Dr. Cameron, 
the medical man of the Station, and myself, intend 
starting up the river on an exploring expedition this 
afternoon. We hope to get up forty or fifty miles, 
and shall probably be gone several days. Our party 
are all well and in excellent spirits.

Extracts from the Journal of Mr. A. Backus, Colporteur, from July 
to December. 

The first part of July Mr. Backus laboured in 
villages belonging to the Batticotta station ; the lat- 
ter part of the month in villages connected with 
Uduvill station. 

July 7th—At one house, a man offered me the 
box of sacred ashes, When I declined, saying, “T 
do not put on sacred ashes,”’ he seemed astonished, 
and said, “Your face resembles a Tamulian’s face : 
do not sport with me, but take ashes and put on.” 
It was a marriage house, and there were about 
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fifteen persons present. Seeing a book in my hand, 
he requested me to read it, and so I read and ex- 
plained the third chapter of John. They assented 
to it. The thought occurred to me that it would be 
well if every Christian always carried about with 
him a portion of the Bible. Without it, he is like a 
carpenter without his tools. 

9th.—At one house, when speaking of the worth- 
lessness of man’s righteousness, and the necessity of 
seeking salvation through Christ, some were offended. 

10th.—Some spoke of the excellent dispositions 
manifested by Christian ministers, in contrast to the 
dispositions of their priests. 

14th —Visited Santilipay, a village lying between 
the parishes of Manepay and Panditeripo. Spoke 
with some Christians about building a church in 
their village, and held a meeting among them. 

16th.—Visited eighteen houses and saw about 
sixty persons. Met some men who had been edu- 
cated in Batticotta seminary, who admitted that it 
was a great privilege to them to be educated in the 
seminary, and they were to be blamed for not walk- 
ing according to the instructions received. Some 
women said that they had seen the excellency of 
education for the women, in certain persons educated 
in the female boardingschool, whom they mentioned 
by name, and spoxe well of education. Others said, 
‘“Those who received their education gratuitously 
do not walk consistently, and are therefore traitors ; 
but we who are uneducated sustain a better charac- 
ter.”’ I spoke to them on the verse, “ And the times 
of this ignorance God winked at: but now command- 
eth all men everywhere to repent.’’ 

17th.—At one place | read some verses, showing 
that all should be saved through the merits of Christ. 
Some asked, ‘How do you know that our merits 
will not atone for our sins? why do you pervert our 
doctrine ? do not the missionaries give rice and other 
things, and is it not.to accumulate merit?’ I en- 
deavoured to show that man is bound to do all he 
can, and therefore he has no merit to plead, ete. 

20th.—lI called upon several of the educated, read 
to them portions of Scripture, and urged upon them 
the necessity of building a chapel for meetings and 
for the worship of God. They admitted the desira- 
bleness of it, and spoke of the benefit they had re- 
ceived, and of their failures in duty, and promised 
to render assistance in building a church if the mis- 
sion would undertake it. I told them that it would 


‘5 -pe fpr their own benefit and the benefit of their chil- 


dren, and they should therefore undertake the build- 
ing. They said, ‘“ We have no school, no eatechist, 
no’ place for meetings ; we are quite forsaken; we 
will give place for meetings in our houses, and try 
to gather the people, if you will come and hold 
meetings.” 

30th.—Visited sixteen houses, saw forty-seven 
people. Some one asked, “If heaven is a holy 
place, how did angels become devils?’ Another 
asked, “ What objection to our marrying brothers 
and sisters, since the children of Adam did so?” 

Visited in July 282 houses, and spoke with about 
895 persons; attended several meetings for present- 
ing the claims of the Bible; gave twenty-five por- 
tions of Scripture, and sold four copies. 

August 3d.—Visited seventeen houses in a village 
near Manepay. Many who scoffed before received 
me kindly, and I was much encouraged. 

5th.—Visited a Tamil school. The teacher for- 
merly taught for the Mission for a number of years. 


' 
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He seemed like a man who had buried his talent in 
the earth. I heard the children read the Bible. ques- 
tioned them, and prayed with them. One of his 
daughters, who had been to Colombo and was there 
mstruected in reading and sewing, was present. I 
gave her a copy of Psalms, which she promised to 
read, She seemed to have a good knowledge of 
religion. ; 

11th —Visited twenty-three houses, and saw 
eighty-eight people. Found them very ignorant and in 
a deplorable state. Many were of the lower classes, 
and knew nothing of the way of salvation. They 
commit all manner of sins as freely as they drink 
water. Their belly is their god; they care for 
nothing but what they shall eat and drink. While 
I was reading to them the Word of God, some peo- 
ple passing by made sport, and said, “ What are 
you preaching to these beasts? what do they know? 
Those who preach to such ignorant creatures are 
more ignorant than they are.” The saying of our 
Saviour to John’s disciples, ‘‘To the poor the Gospel 
is preached,”’ came to my mind. 

12th.—Houses visited, twenty-three; people seen, 
about sixty-eight. Most heard me attentively. In 
the rest-houses of a temple, two priests, several brah- 
mins, and several influential men were assembled. 
When they saw that I had books in my hand, they 
called out, in mockery, ‘Ho! catechist, come and 
teach us.’ I thought within myself, “While I 
have the Word of God in my hand, and my Saviour 
is near, why should I ke ashamed?” and with this 
thought, went courageously and replied to their elo- 
quent speeches, and endeavoured to reach their con- 
sciences with the arrows of truth. I spent more 
than an hour with them, until they finally requested 
me to go away and not interfere with their reading 
of Puranas. 

13th.—Houses visited, twenty-six; people seen, 
eighty-seven. On the western part of the village 
there reside persons of the various low castes. They 
heard me with interest. They have the reputation 
of being expert in stealing, and are said to be ad- 
dicted to many vices. I have hope of them, that 
through the Gospel they will reform and become “a 
better people. 

16th.—Went to villages connected with Udupitty 
station. Held a meeting in the house of a Christian. 
I was discouraged by many from going to this vil- 
Jage, as the people were said to be high-caste and 
rigid heathen, and would be disposed to disturb our 
meeting. They heard me, however, without inter- 
rupting, and the teacher was greatly surprised that 
they remained so silent. 


18th.—Visited twenty-three houses; met about 
ninety people, who heard me attentively. In front 
of a temple I met several brahmins, priests, panda- 
rams, and others, to whom I explained the Word of 
God. We sat upon the great stone at the entrance, 
and as we talked, a dispute arose among themselves. 
One said that ‘‘the Shastras are all a lie; the brah- 
mins use them to fill their belly; to get their live- 
lihood the brahmins beat drums and the gong, and 
call the people togeiher.’”’ This offended them. 


20th.—Visited thirty houses and saw nearly 100 
people. I spoke to them of the perfections of God’s 
law and its power to reform the heart. The people 
heard attentively, and some who opposed last year, 
when I visited this village, listened joyfully. They 
said, ‘Our sinful nature does not allow us to walk 
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according to your word ; we want the grace of Christ, 
of whom you speak.’ 

Visited 458 houses during the month, and con- 
versed with about 1,450 people; attended twenty- 
eight meetings, where more than 1,000 persons were 
addressed ; books sold, fourteen; given, twenty-five. 

September 10.—Houses visited, twenty-four ; peo- 
ple addressed, ninety-eight. The people are oil- 
makers. The females particularly gave good atten- 
tion. I went to a funeral house, the house of a 
Roman Catholic deacon. I read the eleventh chap- 
ter of John to those assembled, and spoke to them of 
the resurrection. All listened attentively. 

17th.—Visited thirty-one houses, and met 110 per- 
sons. Some disputed, and some spoke in favour of 
the Bible.

Bible Reading in Italy, 

The following extract from the Christian World, 
showing what is doing in Italy in the way of Bible 
distribution, will be interesting to our readers. 
Plates for the Protestant translation of the Bible here 
referred to are now in course of preparation at Flor- 
ence, under authority of the American Bible Society, 
and at its expense. Colporteurs are also employed 
in Italy, sustained by this Society.—|Eps. 

In the last three years not less than 100,000 cop- 
ies of the Scriptures have been sold to the Italians, 
We say sold in italics for two reasons: 1. To call 
the attention of those who give their money for help- 
ing us to supply Italy with the Scriptures, to the 
fact, that every precaution is taken against their 
destruction by the priests. The poor man who pays 
even a little of his hard-earned gains for the holy 
Book, is the man who will try to keep it. 2. To 
show how great is the desire of the people to search 
the Scriptures. This desire may not always arise 
from the highest motives. It may be in some, be- 
cause the Bible denounces tyranny—in others, from 
curiosity ; but from whatever motive it is read, the 
truth is God’s truth, inspired by God’s Spirit, who 
often makes it mighty to strike conviction to the 
heart of the most careless. Travellers ranging the 
country have come upon humble workmen late in 
the evening, neither in bed nor at the café, but oceu- 
pied with the Bible. Others have found readers of 
the Scriptures, earnestly intent on the study, lying 
on the banks of the Arno, or some other classic 
stream of Italy. The blessed results are attested, not 
only by the reports of the colporteurs, but more strik- 
ingly by the rapid increase all over the country, in 
the number of Evangelicals. In the good providence 
of God they have a Protestant translation of the 
Bible to read, made three hundred years ago by 
Diodati—Protestant because a very exact rendering 
of the original. There is no delay for a translation ; 
no necessity of reading a bad one. As in almost 
every other point connected with Italian evangeliza- 
tion, so in this vital point, God has wonderfully pre- 
pared the way for the evangelization of Italy.

Incidents of Bible Distribution. 
Extracts of a Letter from China 

Some time since two of our native helpers visited 
Ing Hoh, a place sixty miles southwest of Fuh Chau. 
While they were talking to the people and distrib- 
uting books, many of the residents brought out the 
gospels and other books that had been left with them 
on a former visit. They were evidently preserved 
with care, and Brother Jong Mi noticed with pleas- 
ure that in many cases the paper covers had been 
taken off, and stouter ones of cloth and pasteboard 
substituted. Once, while he was exhorting the peo- 
ple to take good care of the books, they stopped him, 
saying they did not understand him. ‘ Do you mean 
to say there is any danger of our destroying printed 
books ?”? They affirmed that they never would do 
that ; and the books they brought out furnished good 
evidence of the truthfulness of their assertion. 
There is much encouragement in placing the Serip- 
tures in the hands of such people. 

A month since, in company with Brother Martin, 
I visited Sieng Keng and So Nyung. We sold, 
while we were gone, six hundred copies of the dif- 
ferent Gospels, Acts, ete.. We asked only a nomi- 
nal price, but enough, we thought, to seeure good 
care of the books on the part of those who bought 
them. At the latter place we found a very large 
number of Roman Catholics, They were most 
eager to purchase the books; and after we had sold 
a large number, people would come to the inn where 
we were stopping, and ask for particular books. 
The Epistle to the Romans was especially in de- 
mand. The title seemed to captivate these people,

who doubtless were well acquainted with the name 
of Rome. They were anxious to know the difference 
between the “Jesus? doctrine” and the “Lord of 
heaven’s doctrine,’ as Romanism is called. We 
had the pleasure of pointing out to some in private 
the errors of their system, while in public we avoid- 
ed discussion, and trusted to the circulation of the 
Word among these followers of a corrupt system of 
Christianity, to lead them into the light. Our books 
were all sold sixteen hours before we left the place, 
and many applications made for more, after they 
were all gone. There must yet be a great conflict 
between Romanism and Protestant Christianity in 
China ; and what weapon in such a contest can be 
equal to the Word of God? 

I intend sending you by Brother Binkley, who 
will soon sail for America with his family, a copy 
of each of our Scripture publications. By the way, 
he has been a faithful distributer of the Word, hay- 
ing last winter visited twenty-five villages, and dis- 
tributed 2,300 copies of different Gospels.

The Sailor Boy and his Bible. 

A gentleman who has been much engaged in dis- 
tributing the Word of God among sailors and sol- 
diers, relates this pleasing incident. He says :— 

I have been a sailor for many years. [I filled 
the position of chief officer on board a large vessel 
in Old Calabar, on the coast of Africa, at a time 
when “yellow Jack’’ (fever) was committing fearful 
ravages amongst our poor fellows. It was my sad 
duty to go down each morning to the lower deck to 
see if any had died during the previous night. On 
one occasion, after passing from hammock to ham- 
mock on that portion of the deck appropriated to the 
sick, I was grasped by a cold and clammy hand, and 
turning, I beheld a dying shipmate, for whom no 
earthly hope could be entertained, as he exhibited 
all the symptoms of having reached that crisis in 
this fearful disease known as the “black vomit.” 
With great effort he was able to speak; and in a 
tone of voice so unearthly and pitiful as even to ar- 
rest and rivet the attention of many sufferers around 


‘*“dimehe said, ‘Oh! sir, for God’s sake, let some one 


read the Bible to me, for I’m dying ; if you pass the 
word, sir, surely some one will have a Bible!” I 
immediately did so, but not a single seaman in the 
ship had a Bible. However, a boy, who was an ap- 
prentice on board, came up to me and said, “Sir, I 
have a Bible in my chest in the half-deck, and I 
will bring it and read for poor Richards, if you will 
allow me.” 

‘God bless you, my boy!’ said the dying man in 
reply, as I gave him the order to bring the Bible. 
During the time the boy was bringing the Word of 
God, many of the sailors and Kroo-men (Africans) 
were collected round the hammock of the dying. 
They did not come to see the poor fellow die, for the 
sight of death there was a daily occurrence: 1t was 
as one of the Kroo-boys expressed it, to see what 
“dem good book do for poor Massa Richie, dat time 
he go to toder place.” The apprentice returned in a 
few moments, holding in his hand a small Bible: 
he came close to the dying man, and having opened 


at the third chapter of the Gospel of John, he read 
these words—“ God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting life.” 
All our attention was fixed on the dying man while 
these words were slowly and quietly read. His 
countenance displayed the most anxious and earnest 
gaze Lever saw. The little boy was continuing to 
read when he was interrupted by the voice of Rich- 
ards, ina loud and excited tone, “Stop, my boy, stop! 
read that again !”’ and again the boy read the words 
—‘‘ God so loved the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life.’’ And again he 
was interrupted a second, a third, and a fourth time 
by the dying request—“ Stop, my boy, stop, read that 
again !’”’ until the struggling soul learned by heart 
those precious words, and the departing spirit, till it 
was emancipated from its earthly tabernacle, was 
employed in faintly repeating the sacred text, upon 
which I believe, it was enabled with true faith to 
rest. 

After a short pause, I looked around and beheld 
the tears rolling down many a weather-beaten face, 
and observed even the dark countenances of the 
Kroo-men turn pale. This pause was disturbed by 
a Kroo-boy looking into our faces and saying, ‘ Whi- 
tey man cry when him broder die happy and go for 
toder place.” It is difficult, and I may say impossi- 
ble, to describe the solemn, impressive awe which 
pervaded the whole circle from the time the Bible 
was introduced. It made a lasting impression upon 
myself, which was considerably increased in inten- 
sity when I subsequently learned that that Bible 
was the gift of a widowed mother to her only child, 
on his parting with her in Liverpool. Often, 
months after, when keeping my watch and walking 
the deck, that entire scene came before me; and my 
heart is now but too anxious to testify how God 
hath mercifully dealt with my soul in conversion 
through this incident, and by the power of his grace 
on these words—‘‘ God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believ- 
eth in him should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.’?
